probability of another severe commer- 
cial crisis similar to that of 1ST;}.

main cause is the. remarkable drop iu 
the price of corn which has rtMultnd 
during tho last, few weeks from the 
abundance of the harvest, i;i Western 
Kurope and America. A lit tie while ago 
merchants were readily buying up wheat 
at the rate of a ruble arid "forty copecks 
(25. lod.) the pood (thirty-six pounds), 
giving a quarter of that amount in cash 
as hard money to clinch tho bargain. 
Suddenly tin; demand for corn from 
abroad ceased and the. prirv dropped 
heavily, until :i few d:iy» ago >i.1 cnm-cks, 
or Is. Md., per pood w:u being refused 
on the exchanges of Kussia. 
In this 


manner there arc tlnmsaiul.s of mer- 
chants in Russia who have, bought corn 
for L'S. lOd. the pood, which the)' can 
not liope to sell for more than l>" pence, 
or little more than half that amount.

DfiATH OP PROP. GOODMAN. 


The Well-Known Musician Pays the Debt 


of Nature—ASketchof His Lite. 


The announcement of the death of the 


well-known musician, Professor Andrew 
Goodman, which occurred last night at 
11:30 o'clock, at the family residence on 
West Eldorado street, will occasion no 
surprise to our people, as his demise was 
daily expected. He died peacefully, con- 
scious and resignedly, in the presence of 
his wife and sou, Mr. J. C. Wise and Mrs. 
Augusta Martin, while tho latter had her 
arm under his shoulder and after she had 
given him liquid nourishment. 


The deceased, who had been in failing 


health for nearly two yours, wna in the 
SPth year of his age. The cause of his 
death was heart disease, an affection he 
contracted while in the regular army in 
'ffl and 
"fiH, and with which, during his 


last illness, he suffered more than tongue 
can (ell. About two years ago he expe- 
rienced a severe attack, but recovered 
partly, being again visited with the same 
trouble a tew months ago. since which 
time lie was compelled to remain at home, 
except on one or two days when he man- 
aged to come ill) town for a few hours. 
During his severe illness he was attended 
by several physicians who did everything 
for the BUllftrer that 
their skill sug- 


gested. A short timn ago the deceased 
went i,i Chicago and consulted piiyui- 
cinns there in the hope of finding, if not 
a pcn'ect cure, at least temporary relief, 
but he experienced no perceptible ehai:go 
for the better, and he returned home, ac- 
companied by his wife, I'. W. Jinnies and 
James Hollmger, who cured for him per- 
sonally while in Chicago. 


Before going to Chicago Mr. Goodman 


told a friend that he was not afraid to 
die and that he was resigned to Ins fate; 
nnd again on last Sunday afternoon, re- 
alizing that the end was near, the de- 
ceased called his wife to his bedside and 
told her in tender and affectionate words 
that lie felt lie could live but a few dayp, 
but that ho was not afraid to go, that he 
was resigned nnd was ready for ilin sum- 
mon.-;. He told her th.it it would be a 
short time until nhe, too, would bo called 
to die, and then they would again bo 
united in the other world. At that time 
he grtve his wife minute iiit-truetions 
about private and family affairs, showing 
that his mind was clear and under com- 
plete control, 


Andrew Goodman was born in Bavarin, 


Germany, on Dec. 1'Jth, Wi'i, and came 
to America in tho 12th year of his age. 
He located at Columbus, Ohio, where in 
a few months he commenced receiving 
instructions iu instrumental music. Hav- 
ing a natural talent in this line he made 
very rapid advancement, nnd at the age 
of 1P> years ho became the leader of the 
cornet band at Columbus, which he re- 
tained for a period of 21 years. The or- 
ganization was named Goodman's Band. 
At the breaking out of the late war, the 
deceased enlisted nnd served two yean! 
and two months as the leader of the regi- 
mental band of the Nineteenth Infantry, 
United States Itegular Army. 
He re- 


ceived an honorable, discharge on account 
of the disease which caused hia dentil, 
nnd returned to Columbus, where Lo con- 
tinued to reside until Sept. '21, 1870, when 
he came to Decatur with his l'.,mily, being 
persuaded to do so by tun members of 
the old Coneordia Club. 
During his 


twelve years' sojourn iu Decatur, Mr. 
Goodman devoted his time nnd tnlcnts to 
giving class and privnte. lessons in dnnc- 
ing and instrumental music, in both of 
which he was specially skilled and suc- 
cessful. 


A few days after the arrival of tho de- 


oease.d in the city, ho was chosen leader 
of the brass band, which is now so widely 
and favorably known as "Goodman's Cor- 
net Band." He also organized several 
orchestras, one of which now bears his 
name. Mr. Goodman's skill as n musi- 
cian was so well known that anything we 
can say at this timn could not add to his 
well-earned reputation in this respect. 
He Tns acknowledged by competent 
judges in this and neighboring cities 
where he was known to be a supoi ior mu- 
sician, and a leader of pronounced ex- 
cellence, 
Tn August, 1S77, when Ihe

and this position he held Tor thiec years, 
when he resigned.
